BURGLARS BLOW 
TWO SAFES. AND 
PRY OPEN THIRD

Yeggmen blew open two safes and 
pried open a third in adjoining offices 
in the 6500 block on Manchester avenue, 
Friday night. ,; 

Nitroglycerin was used and the force 
of the blast, the police say, must have 
been terrific. The police, however, found 
no neighbors who heard it, and the 
visit of the burglars was not discovered 
until the offices were ‘opened at’ 8 a. m. 

The two safes on which the: robbers 
used nitroglycerin were in an office oc- 
cupied jointly by the Brockschmitt 
Quarry and Construction Co. and the 
Brockschmitt Realty Co., at 6533 Man- 
chester avenue. The third safe was in 
the office of the John Schulz Feed Co., 
6537 Manchester avenue. 

The door of the realty company’s safe 
was torn off by the. blast and. hurled 
halfway across the office, breaking a 
big hole in the floor where it-fell. The 
interier of the safe also was badly 
damaged. 

The other safe was not so badly dam- 
aged, but its door and lock mechanism 
were made useless. ’ 

The force of the explosion in this of- 
fice was strong enough to break a win- 
down some distance from either safe. 
The office is in a lonely neighborhood, 
however, which accounts for the fact 
that the burglars were able to work un- 
disturbed. 

The feed company’s safe was not 
locked and the robbers opened it with- 
out difficulty. They had to use force 
in getting into the strong boxes, which 
had been pried open, evidently with an 
iron bar. 

From this safe the robbers got between 
$5 and $10 in stamps and change, it was 
said at the feed company’s office. Ed- 
ward Brockschmitt, head of the quarry 
and construction company, and Thomas 
O'Gorman, president of the realty con- 
cern, said they lost only a few stamps. 

The feed company’s safe was robbed 
about two years ago and since that time 
the three firms have kept nothing but 
books, non-negotiable business papers, 
stamps and small sums of change in 
their offices at night. 

Policémen who examined the safes in 
the Brockschmitt office said the blow- 
ing evidently had been done by experi- 
enced men, who thoroughly understand 
the use of explosives and hovrv to confine 
their force to the desired locality. Oth- 
erwise, they said, the blast that tore the 
door from one of the safes would have 
badly damaged the interior of the office.

BOSTON, Feb. 8.—Litigation over the 
bequest of $2,000,000 made to the First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, of Boston, 
by Mrs. Mary Baker G. Eddy has heen 
ended by her natural heirs joining with 
the trustees of the church in proposed 
decrees entered in the several courts 
involved. 

Coincident with this action, the Massa- 
chusetts House conferred with the Sen- 
ate in an enabling act which permits 
the mother church to accept and use 
the money for the advancement of 
Christian Science, as directed by its 
founder. 

Four stipulations compose the decree 
which were entered simultaneously in 
the courts of Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire and the Federal Court for 
the District of New Hampshire. 

In these, George Glover of Lead, S. D., 
and E. J. Foster-Eddy ‘of Waterbury, 
Vt., son and adopted son of Mrs. Eddy, 
abandoned their suits for a share in 
the estate, upon payment of $180,000. of 
which $5000 is for their interest in copy- 
rights and $175,000 comes from the trust 
fund established by Mrs. Eddy in 1909.

After ering briefly a few ques- 
tions, all preliminary, the muscles in 
Hockefeller’s face began to twitch and 
to the next question he replied in half 
a dozen words. He became convulsed 
and the muscles of his face got beyond 
control. 

Examination Soon Ended. 

Then Dr. Chapelle interposed with the 
statement that a spasm of the larynx 
Was coming on. It might choke the 
aged millionaire, the doctor swore. 
Rockefeller confirmed the _ statement 
that it might be ursafe to proceed fur- 
ther. The examination ended when 
Rockefeller had spoken 46 words. 

It was reported today that there was 
little, if any, improvement in the con- 
dition of Rockefeller, but that he was 
not in immediate danger. 

“Mr. Rockefelle: still feels the strain 
of yesterday's ordeal,”’ said Dr. Walter 
Chappelle, his physician. ‘His throat 
is in a serious condition and he has 
scarcely been able to speak since the 
committee’s departure.”’ 

The last question put to him yester- 
day was as to his health, but coupled 
with it an inquiry as to his golf play- 
ing. The reply constituted Rockefel- 
ler’s supreme effort of the day. . 

“I have never played a game of golf 
in. my life. I try to take open-air exer- 
cise every day. That is the extent of 
my amusement—taking outdoor exer- 
cise,” he said.

MR. GALWORTHY’S PLAY. 


N John Galworthy’s play, “The 
| Eldest Son,” he sets forth very 

clearly the utter rot of upper 
class conventional English family life. 

Sir William Cheshire and Lady Che- 
shire have five children, three daugh- 
ters and two sons. One daughter is 
properly married, another properly 
engaged, a third, Dot, has brains and 
so has not yet been disposed of. The 
younger son is the usual sort, good 
chap, but of no family importance. 
It is the eldest son, Bill, around 
whom the action of the play centers 
He has fallen in love, temporarily, 
with his mother’s maid, Freda, the 
daughter of the head keeper. Freda 
has been in his mother’s service since 
a little girl. Her environment in a 
sense, has been the safne as that of 
his sisters. She is treated much the 
same as a daughter might be; her 
health is observed and a tonic pre- 
scribed quite as if she were a human 
being. But because of Bill’s rank and 
“breeding and general worthlessness 
her worth is not considered. 


The matter of caste discourages 
any real lasting love between them. 
The play opens with a house party of 
son-in-law, prospective son-in-law 
and young lady invited for Bill tv 
marry, as everyone down to the foot- 
man -knows, but no one appears to be 
cognizant. They all wander through 
the play from hall to dining room, 
music room to billiard room, the men 
talking horse, the hunt, the breeding 
of puppies. The women engage 
tentatively in the rehearsing of ever- 
lasting private theatricals that are 
supposed to be a truly refined,- en- 
grossing occupation for properly 
brought up English girls. Surrep- 
titiously they gossip about dancing, 
the under keeper whom Sir William is 
going to compel to marry Rose Tay- 
lor, a village girl, whom he has made 
a prospective mother. Dot, of the 
brains, says, “No, unless they still 
vlove each other—if they don’t, it’s a 
travesty, a death blow to their self- 
respect.” The men also discuss the 
matter among themselves, agreeing 
that Sir William will never keep a 
servant who has made a scandal in 
the village. No one of them questions 
the wisdom or justice of the shotgun 
marriage. There is much mumbling; 
“Dunning ought to be made to play 
the game; deuced bad form to get 
into such a scrape and not square 
the thing by, marrying the girl.” 


About this time Bill refuses to marry 
the selected guest or to settle down with 
any other woman at present. While his 
father is still choleric over Bill's ob- 
stinacy it develops that Freda, too, has 
been in love—but not wisely. Then 
what a shifting of ideals! All their 
twaddle of morality as concerned with 
Dunning and Rose Taylor seems to have 
been reversed. Bill himself says while 
in the throes of the terrible situation: 
“If you think I care two straws about 
the morality of the thing—it’s simply 
that I shall feel such a d—d skunk if I 
leave her in the lurch and everybody 
knowing.” 

With this stubborn notion of unwill- 
ing reparation in his head, Bill fights it 
out with Sir William, with changed 


ideals, since the scandal is in his own

by its author, is “an interpre- 

tation of Christianity in terms 
of modern life.’’ Its author is Prof. 
Scott Nearing, Ph. D., of the Wharton 
School of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. He writes with great earnest- 
ness from the text that “ignorance and 
graft, twin shadows of degeneracy, stalk 
through every highway of the land.” 
Although he uses the metaphors of a 
lofty and fluent oratorical style, he 
deals with the worst evils of industrial- 
ism as matters of fact. He comments 
on. underfeeding and overwork, child 
labor, congestion in city slums, city 
vice, hopeless poverty and in general 
with the manifestations of what the 
Galton school of reformers call ‘‘degen- 
eracy.’’ He dissents wholly, however, 
from the “eugenists’’ of the Galton- 
Sage school, who propose to. prevent 
the birth of children except to selected 
and standardized parents. He asserts 
that the children who are born in pov- 
erty and misery are not born below the 
standard of humanity and he denies 
that their parentage unfits them for the 
right to existence. He asserts their fit- 
ness to survive and to enjoy ‘life. He 
attributes existing evils to ‘‘maladjust- 
ments.’”’ His chapter on ‘“Devouring 
Widows’ Houses” suggests his expla- 
nation of all social ‘‘maladjustments’’ as 
the ‘‘covetousness’’ denounced in the 
Gospel for making professional phil- 
anthropy more and more obtrusive while 
creating increasing misery and profiting 
by it. 

As a remedy for this, however, he 
does not propose personal religion, per- 
sonal civilization, personal responsibil- 
ily in refusing to profit by injustice, or 
any religion or school of politics under 
which at his own risk each man among 
supposable millions shall gain the cour- 
age to stand up in his own place and 
“make good’’ for his own consciousness 
of the difference between right and 
wrong. As far as he makes his “So- 
cial Religion’”’ intelligible, he seems to 
appeal for the re-establishment of ‘‘di- 
vine right’? in lawmaking by the or- 
ganized or corporate intervention of 
Christian denominations in politics to 
secure and enforce through compulsion 
of enactment his theory of reform as 
founded on his interpretation of Chris- 
tianity. Inaugurated under Con- 
stantine, “divine right’? was a manifest 
failure in the politics of the world at 
the time the Constitution of the United 
States was adopted. It has not since 
shown itself successful in any part of 
the world. Denouncing *‘‘phariseeism,”’ 
which was simply religious control by

“divine right’’ in politics, Prof. Nearing 
seems to wish to base his whole “social 
religion” on political control by those 
who feel entitled to represent the Deity 
in combining politically to dominate 
those they fear to stand up against per- 
sonally. (Macmillan.) 
“UNTIL THE DAY BREAK.” 
OME progress is being made to- 
ward fidelity in fiction, and away 
from the “happy ending’, which 
fiction readers have exacted, at what- 
ever violence to the logic of events, 
when an author not only makes tragedy 
acceptable at the story’s end, but leads 
his readers so inexorably toward a 
tragic ending that any concession to 
the demand for a “‘lived-happy-ever- 
after” finale would almost be resented. 
W. L. George has done this in the study 
which he has made, in the form of fic- 
tion, of the effects, in Europe and 
America, of re: -essive industrial con- 
ditions on restless and rebellious spirits 
that goad them toward anarchy. 

The characters that he draws are 
neither lovely nor lovable and make no 
romantic appeal, which may partly ac- 
count for the readiness of the reader

the author causes Israel] Kalisch to de-

“There is Schuind, a sot, incapable 
of an idea, capable only of memorizing 
a shibboleth; Lietmeritb, a phantom of 
hatred, no more; Warsch, a bourgeoise 
who has lost his way because he is 
poor, a man who will find it again. and 
there is Ekaterina, a hysterical force 
of destruction; Lydotchka, an anarchist 
because Ekaterina is an anarchist; 
there is Perekop, who dreams aloud, 
and Jonas, a hermit crab who fears to 
shed his shell, and Karsavina, a crea- 
ture whose sensuousiless rejoices in con- 
test, who wou fight in any cause; 
and I, a dreamer whom any force may 
use and then cast away; all of us facets 
of the anarchist mind.”’ 

It is Israel Kalisch, derelict Jew, who 
comes to be the leading spirit of this 
choice brood of anarchists, who, at first 
more or less divergent in their views as 
to the best way of bringing about the 
social revolution, come at last to agree 
on direct action. 

Israel Kalisch was three men in one. 
“One was an exiled voluptuary who 
hungered for the fat land of his fa- 
thers, who blindly held out his hands to 
their tents of hides, their black-browed 
women, even to the noisy chaffering of 
their trading streets; another was a 
cold and dispassionate philosopher, 
making notes upon humanity; a third 
was a fanatic whose heart was burst- 
ing with pity for suffering humanity, 
with love in which there was no place 
for fine clothes, the light of jewels and 
the love of woman.”’ 

Karsavina loves him and seeks to 
woo him from the asceticism which 
causes him to regard her with a de- 
tached sexlessness, and tries to draw 
him away from the bomb-thrower’s su- 
preme “heroism,” but he _ loves his 
Cause more than he loves Karsavina 
and more than he could love any wom- 
an. Still, at the last,’) Karsavina’s peril 
stays his hand momentarily, and the 
bomb that was to destroy an oppressor 
destroys Israel Kalisch instead, and 
Karsavina joins in death the man she 
could not possess in life. 

It is a story which deals altogether 
with the smoldering volcanic forces at 
society’s base and is relieved by scarce- 
ly a ray of real light, but it is relent- 
lessly true to the conditions and char- 
acters which it depicts.

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A SUFFRAGETTE STORY. 

T would be difficult to conceive of 
two more antithetic characters for 
a’ novel than V: Goldie has se- 
lected for his hero and heroine in telling 
the rather unusual story of “The De- 
clension of Henry d’Albae.” He is a 
highly polished French arstocrat, used 
to all the luxuries and the effete con- 
ditions and surroundings of his class. 
She is a Scotch girl of the middle class 
who has had to make her way, and fin- 
ally achieves a small degree of success 
as a painter of portraits. Widening the 
natural gulf between them, she is a suf- 
fragette, the most abhorrent of all crea- 
tures to a French nobleman. “Yet, 
through her influence, he is converted 
to see the uselessness of the life of ease 
and idleness he leads. His viewpoint of 
life is-changed completely, to that way 
of thinking which holds that the only 
man worth while is he*who makes his 
own way. He drops all his old friends 
and associations, and breaks away from 
his fiancee, a flower of the old aristoc- 
racy like himself. But the story doesn’t 
turn out like you would expect after 
this revolution in his character. In the 
end, she declines to marry him, though 
he loves her deeply, and she has great 
admiration for him because she consid- 
érs that her ‘“‘reform’’ of him is an 


achievement that reflects credit upon 
her. Her reason is what might be exe 
pected from such a practical suffragette. 
She is 31 in actual years, and much old- 
er in the hard experiences of life than 
he, who is only 25. She knows that dis- 
illusionment for him is certain with this 
Gisparity if they are married, and s0 
she prefers that they remain as they 
are, merely friends.

PANCHO McCLISH. 
EARLY every person who has read

A NEW ENGLAND SPINSTER. 
HERE are mountain winds and

ner Flame,’’ by Clara Louise 
Burnham, as well as much pleasant 
reading.

Von Terpitz Declares Admiralty 
Is Now Prepared to Accept 
Churchill’s Proposal. _ 


TY LT 


BERLIN, Feb. 8.—Grand Admiral von 
Tirpitz has informed the secret com- 
mittee of the Reichstag that Germany 
is prepared to reach a naval agreement 
with England on the basis of a propor- 
tion of 18 English first-class warships 
to 10 German, as suggested by Winston 
Spencer Churchill in March, 1912. 

Simultaneously the new Foreign. Sec- 
retary, Von Jagow, said the German 
relations with England are especially 
good. 

The news, which spread through the 
city, has awakened the keenest enthu- 
slasm, as it is considered as likely to 
remove one of the gravest dangers. A 
prominent Berlin banker, in touch with 
political circles, - to the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent today: 

“I have reason to believe Admiral 
von Tirpitz’s statement is of the ut- 
most political importance. I don’t think 
any agreement has yet been signed, 
but unless the English Admiralty has 
changed its mind there is no doubt that 
one will be. 

“I believe, too, that some agreement 
is in the wind which will remove 
Anglo-German friction in Asia Minor 
and compensate Germany by conces- 
sions in Africa, though I cannot say 
whether such an agreement has been 
mooted. For some time we have heard 
rumors of an Anglo-German agreement 
on many points that would be made 
when the King paid his expected visit 
in the summer.” 

The well-informed Vossiche Gazette 
says that Won Tirpitz’s statement is 
equivalent to the announcement of a 
partial naval agreement and the re- 
moval of one of the most serious stumb- 
ling blocks, and should prove a good 
augury for further friendly develop- 
ments between England and Germany: 

It is noteworthy that Vienna tele- 
grams say the Austrian press comments 
on the Von Tirpitz statement from the 
same standpoint as the Vossiche. 


ABE MORRIS HEARD 
IN VIOLIN RECITAL 


Abe Morris, the talented young St. 
Louis violinist who has just returned 
from four years of study under Cesar 
Thompson and Alfred Marchot in Brus- 
sels, gave a recital at the Odeon Fri- 
day. night that offered proof of his 
progress in the art to which he has 
devoted “himself. 

He was heard in Handel’s A Major 
sonate, Lalo’s Spanish symphony, the 
Wagner-Wilhelmj ‘‘Albumblatt,’’ Mar- 
chot’s “Concert Etude” and Pagani- 
ni’s “I Palpiti,"”” the numbers constitut- 
ing a quite trying test of virtuosity. His 
performance was pleasing as a whole, 
and, at the conclusion of his program 
he received several curtain calls and 
held an informal reception: During the 
intermission the list was read of the 
members of the 8t. Louls Club whose 
contributions enabled young Morris to 
prosecute his studies abroad. 

Alfred G. Robyn, now in New York, 
who first interested these St. Louis 
clubmen in the boy violinist, is plan- 
ning for young Morris’ appearance in 
the metropolis at an early day. Charles 
Galloway, director of the Apollo and 
Morning Choral clubs, was the piano 
accompanist at Friday night’s recital.
